REMARKS 

This Amendment is made in response to the Final Office Action dated June 23, 
2004. Claims 1-16 were pending in this application. 

By this Amendment, Applicant has canceled without prejudice claims 1, 7 and 1 1 
with the right to pursue these or similar claims in a divisional application. 

Applicant notes that the Examiner has indicated that claims 6, 8, 9 and 12 have 
been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable 
if rewritten in independent form. Accordingly, in this Amendment, Applicant has 
rewritten claims 6, 8 and 12 in independent form. Adcjitionally, claims 2, 3 and 5, which 
were previously dependent from independent claim 1, have been amended to depend 
from claim 6 in view of the cancellation of claim 1. Also, claim 10, which was 
previously dependent on independent claim 7, has now been amended to depend from 
claim 8 in view of the cancellation of claim 7. 

Applicant thanks the Examiner for indicating that claims 4 and 13-16 are allowed.
